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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment and terminal disclaimer filed 
02/09/2010. 

The rejection under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting is withdrawn in view of applicant's filing of a terminal disclaimer, which is 
noted above. 

With regard to rejoinder, this will be considered after the instantly elected claims 
are in condition for allowance. Applicant is further advised that rejoinder will most likely 
result in at least one more office action, since those claims have never been examined. 

The following is cited in view of applicant's newly filed information disclosure 
statement: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1,3, 4, 7-37, 84-106 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US 2003/049329 A1 (Lee Dosuk et al). 

Lee Dosuk et al disclose an ostoinductive powder comprising a demineralized 
bone matrix (DBM) and a calcium phosphate powder. The percentage of demineralized 
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bone matrix is within the claimed percentage, as is the size of the DBM particles. 
Biologically active agents are also included. The ratio of calcium to phosphate is also 
set out fibrous embodiments having the instantly claimed characteristics. The instant 
claims are anticipated by Lee Dosuk et al.
